REMARKS. 


There have been bills for the support of State poor audited 
and allowed by the State Board of Charities and credited to the 
Town in the State Treasury amounting to $95.75. 


The two past years the wells have been dry in summer, and 
at the Town Farm they have been obliged to carry water from 
the brook to use, and from an old well in the meadow, which 
was not very good water. We would recommend that a brick | 
cistern be built in the ground back of the house (capacity of 
from 80 to 100 barrels), the probable cost, with eave troughs, 
pump and pipe, $125.00. ; 


We would also recommend building a shed for wood, adjoin- 
ing the one now there. The wood now lies out in the yard, and 
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it is unpleasant to burn in wet and stormy weather. It will 
probably cost $175.00. . 


We would also recommend an appropriation of $3,400 00 for 
the Support of Poor the coming year, as we have been obliged 
to ask lor extra appropriations the two past years. 


We have engaged the services of Mr. Levi J. Green and wife 
as Warden and Matron on the Town Farm the coming year, 
and ask for them the good will and support of all.
